The Prince, with great 
Tenderneſs, gave him his Hand, and ſaid, 
I know your Friendſhip for me: I ſhall 
never confound the Friend with the Gover- 
nor. Do the Duties of your Office. They 
4d him at what Hour he would ſup ; he 
anſwered, that he had dined heartily, and 
very late, and that he would call for ſome- 
thing when he had a mind to eat, Then he 
inquired, how. they had treated the Gentle- 
men his Attendants; Have you, ſays he, 
bound my ENGLISHMEN, as you did me? 
An ENGLISHMAN is not uſed to be bound; 
he is not made for that Purpoſe. A little 
fer, be re-aſſumed the Diſcourſe about his 
People, thus : If you have treated the

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Chevalier Harrington in the ſame Manner 
you treated me, I heartily pity the poor 
man : He is fat, and muſt have ſuffered 
a great deal.

Aucted him to Vincennes, and did not leave 
Him till next Morning at ten o Clock. My 
Friend would at firft have denied the Prince's 
having been bound, but finding that the Fatt 
was averred, and made publick, he with Grie 
acknowledged it. He had concetved the high- 
eſt Reſpect, and was ſtruck with Admirati- 
on of Prince ED] ARD. There never was, 
ſaid he, ſo great a Man: In his greateſt 
Diſtreſs he did not diſcover the leaſt Weak- 

neſs: In all his Converſation he ſhewed as 
much Temper and Magnanimity as any Man 
could ſhew in the Height of Profperity : Even 
in his Priſon, he appeared the Monarch of 
the Univerſe, and we ſeemed to be his Subjects 
born to receive his Commands. 


Both Officers and Soldiers, upon their Re- 
turn from Vincennes, ſboke the like Senti- 
ments as my Friend : They thought it their 
Duty not to conceal their Admiration. In 
| teſs than four Hours all theſe Circumſtances 
were ſpread over the whole City of Paris : 
Prince EDwaARD is there beloved: They re- 
ect bis Virtues: They think be had merited 
an Aſylum in France. The Publick, already 
in a Conſternation at hearing of his being ar- 
reſted, ſhewed the utmoſt Indignation at the 
Treatment he had received; their Diſcourſe 
was outrageous and without any Reſtraint. This

In every Houſe you went to, you found them 
in Tears : Men, Women, all weeping, all 
ſeemed to lament the Loſs of the Honour of 
their King, and of that of their Country; and 
every one imagined, that each had received a 
perſonal Diſgrace. In ſhort, the publick Re- 
ſentment was fo furious, that it was thought 
neceſſary to give ſome pretended Reaſons for 
binding the Prince, and for the other Parts 
of the Treatment he had ſuffered. The OV 
ficers of the Guards were reprimanded by 
their Commanders, for having ſo much ex- 
tolled the Prince. They were ordered to ſay, 
that he attempted to throw himſelf out of 
the Coach; that they bad bound him, becauſe 
after he had delivered one Piſtol, and given 
his Word that. he had no more, they had, ne- 
 vertheleſs, found another. But theſe Stories 
came too late: They could not now contradict 
the Facts which they themſelves had publickly 
related. Beſides, all the Officers, except one or 
Tao, refuſed Obedience to this particular Com- 
mand : T hey continued to ſpeak with Admira- 
tion of the Prince. Thoſe who were ſo mean as 
to recant what they had ſaid, were at Length 
overwhelmed with Shame, and obliged to be 
filent. And thus were all the Efforts to black- 
en the Prince's Character render d ineſfedtual. 
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
